THE TECHNIQUE OF 
LUMBER SUPPLY. 


Midsummer forest fires are again upon us. This 
time the Pacific coast is the sufferer. Elsewhere 
there are not so many forests left to burn. 

Trees in America are destroyed four times faster 
than we are producing them. Already twenty-eight 
states must import much of their lumber. More 
than half of America’s paper or its materials must 
come from foreign sources. At the present rate 
ef destruction, twenty years or so will see the ex- 
haustion of American forests. “The timber fam- 
ine,” says Col W. B. Greeley of the U. S/ Forest 
service, “is no longer a distant and theoretical 
danger; it is here.” 

One-fourth of the sofl of the United States is 


adapted only to timber crops. Much of that land 


rvuptcy and the breakdown of local industry re- 
sult. With a timber famine upon us, timber lands 
lie idle. The slow maturity of the crop has dis- 
ccuraged individual timber farmers. But there are 
ro fundamental reasons, says Col. Greeley, why, 
with the right technical guidance, the commercial 
and industrial energies of the country cannot ent 
this field on a large scale, 3 

What is that technical guidance? First, a sci- 
ence of forest culture in America must be created. 
On our 470,000,000 acres of forest growing lands 
there is every combination of soil, climate and 
growing conditions to be analyzed. Growth’ re- 
quireménts of 200 commercial species of trees, prob- 
lems of rotation, of relative yields and the like 
must be known, This will require at least ten 
experiment stations. Today we have five. Uni- 
versities should take it up more extensively. Farm- 
ers should study their wood lots as well as their 
clover fields, 

Second, a study of economy in timber should be 
made,

Washington, D. C., July 19.—[{Spe- 
cial.}—Democratic success in the No- 
vember election will bring the south 
back into control of congress. 


While two favorite son presidential 
candidates from southern states were 
sidetracked by the Democratic conven: 
tion, Democratic members of congress 
from south of the Mason and Dixon 
line are counting on monopolizing the 
choice committee chairmanships if 
their party comes into power. 

The control of the-south in congress 
will be even more secure than during 
the Wilson administration, when the 
southern states boasted most of the 
positions of influence in the senate and 


| house. 
- .Northerners Lose Rank. 


Several of the northern Democrats 
who otherwise would have been in line 
for chairmanships went, down to de- 
feat in the Harding landslide of 1920 
and, while some of them came back to 
congress in 1922, they lost their origin- 
al rank in the seniority list. Repre- 
sentative Rainey [Dem., Ill.], for ex- 
ample, would have been in line to be- 
come chairman of the powerful house 
Ways and means committee if he had 
not been defeated.in 1920.' He was 
reélected in 1922, but now is listed 
eighth among tne Democrats:on the 
committee. Representative Garner 
[Dem., Tex.] now is ranking minority 
member of this committee and will be- 
come chairman if the Democrats come 
‘into power. 

Almost the only northern Democrat 
in the house who, under seniority rule, 
will be in_ line for chairman of an im- 
portant Tommittee is Representative 
Sabath [Dem., Ill.], who is at the top 
of the minority list on the immigration 
committee. 

The present minority leaders of the 
senate and hodse, both of whom are 
from the south, will become majority 
leaders in the event of Democratic 
success. Senator Robinson . [Dem., 
Ark.] will step into the shoes of Sen- 


ator Lodge [Rep.,. Mass.], present ma- | 


jority leader of the senate, while Rep- 
resentative Garrett [Dem., Tenn.] sim- 
jlarly will take over the majority lead- 
ership now exercised by Representa- 
tive Longworth [Rep., O.] in the house. 
Will Rule on Appropriations. 

The appropriations committees in 
both houses, as important and power- 
ful as any, will be headed by south- 
erners. Representative Byrns [Dem., 
Tenn.]} is in line for the chairmanship 
in the house, while Senator Overman 
[Dem., N. C.] can have the place in 
the senate, unless he should prefer

The Cémmission on Housing appointed by the 
Board of Education reported— 


“A shortage of school revenue seems immi- 
ment” © © © 


“The platoon system in Chicago will reduce 
building cost.” 


The Commission recommended the introduction 
of the Platoon School. The Board authorized the 
Superintendent to platoon the elementary schools 
The Superintendent is not limited to any specified 
schools, or to any specified number of schools. 


The Business Manager of the Board | is quoted as 


saying: 
“Between 40,008 and 50,008 seats can be provid- 
ed by platooning 150 elementary schools.” e¢s 
“Present school buildings can be converted at 
little cost to the plateon system, and an in- 
crease in seating from 25 to 33 per cent is 
claimed by proponents of the plan.” * * * 
But there would be no “shortage of school reve- 
nue,” no platooning of children, if the Tax Laws 
were enforced. 


Everybody admits that our Tax Laws are not en- 
forced. The “shortage of school revenue” is due to 


false assessments, under-assessments, unequal as- 


sessments, “fixed” assessthents, and no assessments 
of legally taxable property. 

The poor man, small property owner, and small 
business man are assessed high valuations. Rent- 
ers are told that rents are ‘high because taxes are 
high. Tax rates are high because billions of dollars 


‘worth of taxable property—especially loop and cor- 


poration property, valuable sites held for specula- 
tion, stocks and bonds, etc—are shamefully under- 


assessed or not assessed at all. 


Wiegal tax evasion by the rich is loading the tax 
burden on the poor, and at the same time robbing 
the children of their rightful educational vpportunity. 


Vicious, interlocking, tax-fixing syndicates in Chi- 
cago, composed of tax officials and other officials. 
corporations, coal dealers, agents, con- 
tractors, owners of valuable buildings and sites in 
the loop and elsewhere, are profiting enormously by 
“assessment-fixing.” These syndicates are a rich 
source of campaign funds for political parties and 


candidates. 


These campaign funds are used to elect tax offi- 
cials. and other public officials who keep up these 
tax-fixing, canmpaign-collecting syndicates at the 
expense of the honest taxpayers and the children. 


The present system of taxation js out of date, but 
all attempts to get it changed by legal, orderly pro- 
cedure, through legislative enactment, or to secure 
its strict and impartial enforcement, are defeated 
by the powerful combinations of these tax-fixing 
syndicates who profit by the existing tax situation. 


The Board of Education, the City Council, the 
parents, teachers, and citizens generally should 
unite to end this intolerable tax situation—and do 


it now. 


Evasion of their sworn duty by tax officials should 
not be allowed to cause the disorganization of our 
schools, and the limiting of the educational oppor- 
tunities of our children. We of this generation have 
no right to cripple the children educationally and 
then to pass on to them this increasingly difficult 
task that we ourselves are too indifferent to under- 
take. Thete is grave danger that the next genera- 
tion may accept this situation as a matter of course. 


And why not, when we are now so perilously near . 


thus accepting it? Let us act now before it is too 
late. 


The teachers of Chicago are ready and willing to 
do their share in this task of safeguarding the. in- 
terests of the school children and taxpayers. Their 
good faith is shown in the fact that they have con- 
tributed $50,000 to be used for this purpose. 


WHAT IS A PLATOON SCHOOL? 


A Platoon School is a plan of organization by 
which from 10% to 70% more children are enrolled 
than there are seats for in classrooms. This is done 
by “dumping” the 10% to 70% on the playground, 
and into the anditorium or basement, and by keep- 
ing all the children rotating from room to room, 
teacher to teacher, so that the same 10% to 70% 
may not be kept waiting longer than thirty con- 
secutive minutes to get into classrooms, 


Even the six-year-old children have six er seven 


teachers a day and twelve to thirteen a week in’ 
some cities. Teachers handle as many as four hun- 
dred different pupils a day and a thousand a week. 


A mother who withdrew her pateree from the 
Detroit Platoon school writes: 


“These long lines of little children marching— 
marching—marching—looked to me like nothing so 
much as the lines of uncompleted Ford cars in the 
factory; moving always on, with a screw put in or 
a burr tightened as they pass by; standardized, me- 
chanical, pitiful.” 

Nine Chicago classroom teachers spent a weelce 
last December visiting the Detroit Platoon schools 
and reported unanimously against the platoon sys- 
tem as detrimental to the children. 


The only member of the Chicago Housing Com- 
mission actually engaged in elementary education 
presented a minority report to the Board of Edu- 
cation characterizing the platoon schools as “exactly 
the factory sygtem of labor applied to the education 
of the child. 


The two elementary teachers on the Commission 
sent by the Milwaukee Board of Education to visit 
platoon schools in eastern cities submitted a report 
strongly condemning the platoon system as being 
unsound educationally and injurious from the 
standpoint of health and hygiene,

TOLLER TELLS OF 
BRUTALITIES IN 
BAVARIAN PRISON 


{Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.} 
BERLIN, July 19.—A plea from 
Ernst Toller, most famous of Ger- 
many'’s young poets and dramatists, 
released after years in a Bavarian| 
prison for participating in a seven | 
tion, was read in the reichstag today. 
The document described the brutalities ' 
in the Bavarian prison which political 
prisoners suffer. ; 

Herr Toller, who last night saw one 
of his four successful plays for the’ 
first time on any stage, today made 
his own drama when describing the in- ! 
justices of the Bavarian prisons. He 
told how his fellow prisoners, some 
poets and writers, were dying slowly | 
from starvation, while Count Arco De-' 
valiy, Bavarian monarchist, who as- ' 
sassinated Herr Eisner, former head 
of the revolutionary republic, is enjoy- 
ing his freedom. 

Herr Toller asked the reichstag to 
permit him to spend all his money 
nending food to his fellow prisoners, 
inasmuch as the Bavarian prison au- 
thorities refuse to permit food to enter 
for political prisoners.

Yale’s great varsity crew, by virtue of its recent Olympic victory on the Seine in Paris, can rightfully claim the world’s rowing title, while the name Ed Leader, the Bulldog’s coach, goes to the head of a c 
long line of successful crew coaches. Yale’s claim to the title is undisputed, as it was won in six great races over varying distances. On June 14 the crew won the right to represent America in the Olympics by 
defeating the Navy Officers and the Navy varsity crews in a mile and a quarter race on the Schuylkill at Philadelphia. Six days later, over the four mile course on the Thames at New London, Yale’s ancient rivals, 
Harvard, were taken into camp, and then, last week, on the Seine in Paris, the Yankees defeated the craék crews of Canada, Italy, and Great Britain over the 2,000 meter Olympic course. On May 3 Yale beat Penn and 
Columbia over a mile and three quarters coutsaon the Housatonic, and two weeks later cleaned up Princeton and Cornell on Lake Carnegie. The Bulldog oarsmen won their way to the finals in the Olympic trials on 
June 13, beating the Navy varsity, the Navy junior varsity, and the Undine Barge club.

who were unable to go to Paris to 
witness the Olympic games today 
watched a miniature version of the 
games at Stamford Bridge, when the 
pick of the United States and British 
empire teams which competed in 
Paris, came together in a series of 
track and field events which resulted 
in American victories in eleven of the 
events and British conquests in three. 


Yanks Set Relay Mark. 


The result of the first event, the 400 
yard relay, saw the Stars and Stripes 
hoisted when the Americans broke the 
world’s record for the distance by 
11-5 seconds, winning in :37 4-5. 

The broken record was largely due 
to a sprint of Charles W. Paddock in 
the third 100 yards and to a tremend- 
ous burst of speed by Alfred Leconey 
of Philadelphia, who beat the British 
sprinter, Harold Abrahams, to the 
tape after the latter had badly fumbled 
in taking the baton from the previous 
British runner. 

This gave the spectators an idea of 
something good to come and the Brit- 
ishers roared with delight when the 
Union Jack was hoisted at the con- 
clusion of the mile relay. Britain's 
success in this event was largely due 
to the efforts of the short striding Scot- 
tish flyer, Eric Liddell, who steadily 
overhauled the Chicagoan, H. M. Fitch, 
and beat him by two yards. 

From then onward it was almost a 
continuous hoisting of the Stars and 
Stripes. The four mile relay was the 
most grueling race of .the afternoon.

To finesse means literally to 
try to win a trick in any suit without 
using the highest card you have in 
that suit.

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Farmer Views His 
Yearly Rust Bill 
_ with Worried Eye 
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Keeping Machinery in 
Repair More Important 
than Housing—Experts. 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


ONKEY WRENCHES and oil 
cans have been used fizurative- 
ly for generations to drive boys 
off the farm. Money making 
farmers who attempt to prevent every 
leak in the business of farming know 
what they save on their annual farm 
machinery bill by tightening bolts, oi)- 
ing up the wearing parts, and coating 
their implements with a layer of paint. 
They may be short a boy or two, but 
they etill have their machines: some 
of their plows, cultivators, mowers, 
planters, and disks are twenty, thirty, 
and even forty years old. 
Eliminating that monotonous squeak, 
eqvueak of cultivator wheels, binder 
knotters, and gears of mowers and 
planters is regarded by many farmers 
and engineers as a greater factor in 
preserving farm machinery than build- 
ing eheds to house equipment. Both, 
however, are important. 


Rust Bill Cuts Profits. 


‘ Scolding the farmer for leaving his 
machinery exposed in the fields or in 
one corner of the lot has been a national 
pastime of city residents for years. 
And the farmer himself has begun to 
believe the rust bill he has every year 
because he leaves his machines where 
he unhitches from them is a great 
factor in cutting down his yearly 
profits. — 

Travelers and tourists come in from 


trips with convincing evidence against 
' the 


farmer. They condemn him for 
his carelessness and bring in long lists 
of figures showing the number of im- 
plements they counted left standing in 
the field on farms along railroad tracks 
or highways. But, like many op‘nions 
about farming formed from informa- 
tion gathered through train windows 


“and windshields of automobiles they 


are sometimes based on only a part 
of the facts. There are two sides to 
the question, according to farm me- 
chanical engineers who have made im- 
partial observations. 

Repairs More Important. 

* No reliable data are available, so far 
as I know, to show that it actually 
pays on the dollar and cent basis to 
house farm machinery,” says Dr. A. E. 
White, director of the committee on 
electrical engineering and former head 
of the farm eng'veering department at 
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BUT A THOUSAND DOLLARS’ WORTH OF FARM TOOLS EXPOSED TO RAIN AND SNOW.—Barn lot cor- 


ners filled with farm machinery like this one are to be found in grain growing \sections throughout the Missis- 
sippi valley. This group of implements is valued at nearly $1,000, according to conservative estimates made by 


University of Illinois. “I do not want 
to discourage the housing of farm im- 
plements, but there is great need for 
encouraging the farmer to give his 
machinery better care. The greatest 
deterioration of farm machinery is not 
due to exposure to sun and rain but 
to lack of grease and ofl, keeping the 
bolts tight, painting the exposed sur- 
faces, and protecting such parts as the 
canvases on grain binders and the 
sickles on mowers.” 

G. F. Warren, farm management au- 
thority with a national reputation and 
a practica] farmer 'in charge of Cornell 
uniVersity’s 600 acres of land, has 
drawn some interesting conclusions 
after having had experience for many 
years in caring for the implements used 
on this farmn. 

He says: “The question of housing 
machinery has been discussed for years 
and its importance sometimes over- 
emphasized. For every machine that 
is ruined by exposure, two are prob- 
ably spoiled by not being properly oiled, 
or by not having the bolts kept tight. 
These are less conspicuous mistakes 
and so attract less attention.” 

He advises every farmer to have an 
implement repair shop.

housing of their implements, for there 
is evidence on farms everywhere that 
farmers’ machines last longer if put 
into sheds at the end of the season. 
But the question is, does the housing 
actually lengthen the life of the ma- 
chine several years, or must the farm- 
er who thinks enough of his tools to 
put them in a shed be also careful 
enough to lubricate and keep his equip- 
ment in good repair? 

Dr. White says experience with im- 
plements in the last five years shows 


there may be need for revision of ideas | 


in caring for farm implements. De- 
spite the fact that there has been a 
marked falling off in the production 
and sale of farm machines, he says, 
crop reports show that farmers still 
have enough equipment to produce 
more crops than they can sell to advan- 
tage under present conditions. 

Many implements of antiquated type 
are thrown into the discard year after 
year by farmers who want to use 
modern machinery in their fields, to 
speed up their work and have the satis- 
faction of having always the most up 
to date tools. That is not always econ- 
omy. High prices of machinery dur- 


ing the last few years have forced 


many farmers to drag an old cultivator 


or planter out of the junk heap, oil it| 
up, repair the broken parts, and put it!

Ilis of Balance. 


As far back as the ancient Egyp- 
tians it has been recognized that the 
spread of the outstretched arms should 
equal the height. But now this meas- 
. urement of bodily symmetry comes to 
have a new suggestion of balance be- 
tween nervous and skeleta) structure. 

So it is with the girth of the chest 
at rest. If it is in ideal proportion to 
the rest of the body it will equal half 
the height. Most of us have chests 
either too large or too small, but every 
variation from the ideal helps to give 
us our physical individuation, and 
helps to explain why no‘two people 
react the same in health or disease. 

Again, the length of the chest, upper

abdomen, and lower abdomen should 
each be one-tenth of the stature. Rare, 
indeed, is the person who attains this 
perfection, yet the significance of the 


Bhort, flat chest, associated with wide 


hips and long abdomen, is one which 
makes any addition in weight above a 
rather low normal. 

Generally speaking, such a person 
will easily acquire fat, due to the dis- 
proportionately large abdomen. It will 
tend to be soft and flabby, with the 
fat located largely around hips and 
abdomen. 

Defects of the Office. 

In the examination of the 3,000 
young women made by Miss Bertine 
there was recognized an almost uni- 
versally poor carriage of the business 
woman. Eight hours a day at the desk 
leaves its stamp on the individual. 
Fatigue at the end of the day is com- 
mon in what would seem to be ener- 
getic and,.husky enough girls. An 
eight hour slumping posture in a day 
becomes in time a habit, with a trail 


of ills none of which would be neces- 
sary if the sitting and standing pos- 
ture were better regulated. 

Wrong sitting causes weakness of 
trunk muscles and abnormalities of 
the trunk itself. One should sit in a 
chair so that the trunk is straight. 
Bending the body forward should 
pccur at the hip joint. To prevent 
bad trunk position, sit far back in the 
chair. * 

In standing, the body should be bal- 
anced on the balls of the feet, with 
the weight on the outerside. Keeping 
the weight pdised and the abdominal 
muscles flat will contribute markedly 
to general well-being. 

The protruding head and abdomen 
and the usual flat feet, or weakening 
arches, are depressing to both spirit 
and the physical self. -Despite the in- 
fluence of the “model” walk,. better 
known as the “ debutante slouch,’’ per- 
sonal attractiveness is more properly 
measured by a splendid carriage of.the 
body.

Light—Visible and Invisible 
I* light, then, consists of waves transmitted through the 
ether, what gives rise to the waves? Whatever sets up 


such wonderfully rapid series of waves must be something 
with an enormous vibration. We come back to the electron: 
all atoms of matter, as we have seen, are made up of electrons 
revolving in a regular orbit round a nucleus. These electrons 
may be affected by outside influences, they may be agitated 


and their speed or vibration increased. 

The particles even of a piece of cold iron are in a state of 
vibration. No nerves of ours are able to feel and register the 
waves they emit, but your cold poker is really radiating, or 
sending out a series of wave movements, on every side. After 
what we saw about the nature of matter, this will surprise 
none. Put your poker in the fire for a time. The particles of 
the glowing coal, which are violently agitated, communicate 
some of their energy to the particles of iron in the poker. 
They move to and fro more rapidly, and the waves which 
they create are now able to affect your nerves and cause a 
sensation of heat. Put the poker again in the fire, until its 
temperature rises to 500 degrees Centigrade. It begins to 
glow with a dull red. Its particles are now moving violently, 


and the waves they send out are so short and rapid that they 


can be picked up by the eye—we have visible light. They 
would still not affect a photographic plate. Heat the iron 
further, and the crowds of electrons now send out waves of 
various lengths which blend into white light. What is hap- 
pening is the agitated electrons flying round in their orbits at 
@ speed of trillions of times a second, Make the iron “ blue 
hot,” and it pours out, in addition to light, the invisible waves 
which alter the film on the photographic plate. And beyond 
these there is a long range of still shorter waves, culminating 
in the X-rays, which will pass between the atoms of flesh or 
stone. ; 

Nearly two hundred and fifty years ago it was proved 
that light traveled at least 600,000 times faster than sound. 
Jupiter, as we saw, has moons, which circle round it. They 
pass behind the body of the planet, and reappear at the other

It was the cashier’s window. Not so good, looking in. 

It is a semi-private club. For thirty years it has been 
growing and expanding here in the heart of the Lake Placid 
country, and probably to nine-tenths of the people of the world 
it means no more than the place to which the American rich 
come for their winter sports. 

It is the home of simplified living on a grand-seale. Of 
simplified comforts perfectly appointed. Of the simple life 
made pleasantly obligatory.

The speed of the wheel was known, and it was 
thus possible agdin to gather the velocity of light. If the 
shortest waves are 1-67,000 of an inch in length, and light 
travels at 186,000 miles a second, any person can work out 


that about 800 trillion waves enter the eye in a second when 
“we see “ violet.” 


Sorting Out Light Waves 

waves sent‘ out on every side by the energetic elec- 
4 trons become faintly visible to us when they reach’ about 
1-35,000 of an inch. As they become shorter and more rapid, 
as the electrons increase their speed, we get, in succession, 
the colors red, orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo, and violet. 
Each distinct sensation: of color means a wave of different 
length. When they are all mingled together, as in the light 
of the sun, we get white light. When this white light passes 
through giass, the speed of the waves is lessened; and, if the 
ray of light falls obliquely on a triangular piece of glass, the 
waves of different lengths part company as they travel 
through it, and the light is spread out in a band of rainbow 
color. The waves are sorted out according to their lengths in 
the “ obstacle race” through the glass. Any one may see this 
for himself by holding up a wedge shaped piece of crystal 
between the sunlight and the eye; the prism separates the 
sunlight into its constituent colors, and these various colors 
will be seen quite readily. Or the thing may be realized in 


another way. If the seven colors are painted on a wheel in 


the proportion shown in the illustration, and the wheel rapidly 
revolved on a pivot, the wheel will appear a dull white, the 
several colors will not be seen. But omit one of the colors, 
then the wheel, when revolved, will not appear white, but will. 
give the impression of one color, corresponding to what the 
union of six colors gives. Another experiment will show that 
some bodies held up between the eye and a white light will 
not permit all the rays to pass through, but will intercept 
some; a body that intercepts all the seven rays except red 
will give the impression of red, or if all the rays except violet, 


then violet will be the color seen. 

Prof. Soddy has given an interesting 
picture of what might happen when the 
sun’s light and heat is no longer what it 
is. The human eye “has adapted itself 
through the ages to the peculiarities of the 
sun’s light, so as to make the most of that 
wave length of which there is most... . 
Let us indulge for a moment in these 
gloomy prognostications, ag to the conse 
quences to this earth of the cooling of the 
sun with the lapse of ages, which used to 
be in vogue, but which radioactivity has so 
rudely shaken. Picture the fate of the world 
when the sun has become a dull red hot 
ball, or even when it has cooled so far that 
it would no longer emit light to us. That 
does not all mean that the world would be 
in inky darkness, and that the sun would 
not emit light to the people then inhabiting 
this world, if any had survived and could 
keep themselves from freezing. To such, if 
the eye continued to adapt itself to the 
changing conditions, our blues and violets 
| would be ultra-violet and invisible, but our 

dark heat would be light and hot bodies 
would be luminous to them which would be dark to us.”

Dr. Ferry, who has been pastor the 
Jast three years of the Edgewater 
Presbyterian church at Kenmore and 
Bryn Mawr avenues, announces that 
early in the fall work will begin on the 
erection of a completely equipped com- 
munity houga, which will be the first 
unit in a church plant costing not less 
than $500,000. The present assets of 
the church in subscriptions and salable 
property exceed $300,000. The new 
community house will have an assem- 
bly hall, social parlors, reading room, 
library, and gymnasium which will in- 
clude bowling alleys and a running 
track. When the community house 
is completed it will be used for regu- 
lar church services, while the new 
church auditorium is being erected 
on the site of the present church. 

Dr. Ferry came to Chicago from 
Philadelphia, where he made a notable 
record as pastor of the Bethany Tem- 
ple church. He took the church as 
a mission of the original Bethany 
church, known widely as the John 
Wanamaker church, led in the erec- 
tion of two buildings and increased 
the membership of the church to 2,000. 
Recently a poll was taken among stu- 
dents of the various Presbyterian 
theological serninaries, and Dr. Ferry 
was ranked as a preacher fourth among 
the 10,000 ministers in the Presbyterian 
church. Dr. Ferry is a graduate of 
Macalester college, St. Paul, Minn., 
Princeton university, and Princetoén 
Theological seminary. He was chair- 
last year of the evangelistic com- 
mittee of the Chicago presbytery. 

Dr. Ferry is maintaining this sum- 
mer in the Edgewater church a daily 
vacation Bible school. “I regard it,” 
he says, “as the finest teaching oppor- 
tunity we have. It is a mistake to 
imagine that only the children from 
the slums and the foreign populations 
need such a school. It is equally
